“These old fowls of ours are the 


'work of ages. They are the perfect 


table fowls, the layers of good white 
eggs, the beautiful, the grand, the 
stately, well-formed, delicate-fleshed, 
easily bred and easily fatted.” 

Not many of us would speak such 
high words about chickens; but there 
are some persons who take keen in- 


terest in special breeds. They use glow- 
| ing words to tell of the special value 


they find in Leghorns, Orpingtons, 
W yandottes, Rhode Island Reds. Plym- 
outh Rocks. or some other breed. 

The fowls described by Mr. Weir 
are chiefly found in Sussex, Surrey 
and Cornwall, counties of southern 
England. They have five toes to each 
foot, whereas most chickens are four- 
toed. 
Another British breed ia the Or 


pington, named after the town of 
Orpington in Keut. White and buff 
members of this breed have become 
rather popular in Canada and the 
United States. They are fleshy, and 
are good .winter layers. 

Plymouth Rocks are a New Eng- 
land breed, and have won wide favor. 
Usually they have gray-white feath- 
ers barred with bluish-black, but there 
are pure white Plymouth Rocke, as 
well as a strain with buff-colored 
feathers. 

Leghorns are an Italian breed, 
named after the city of Leghorn, 
. Italy. They are rather small birds. 
but how they do lay eggs! Time and 
again they have won egg-laying con- 
tests. White Leghorns and brown 
Leghorns have won the most fame, 
but there are black, buff, blue and 
silver Leghorns as well. 

The standard weight of full-grown 
Leghorns is only four or five pounds; 
but if we want heavy weight, we may 
turn to the Brahmas and the Cochins, 
two breeds which were brought to this 
continent straight from Asia. They 
are big, bulky birds, and have legs 
and feet. covered with feathers. Some 
are so feathery that you cannot see 
the toes unless you pull aside the 
feathers. pony weigh from 12 to 
13 pounds, and have a hard time wad- 
dling around. 

The Jersey Giant is another big 
bird. It was bred in New Jersey 
chiefly with stock obtained from 
Asia, and reaches just about the same 
weight as the Brahmas and Cochins. 
Its legs and feet are free of feathers.

Nowadays there is a great deal of 
agitation as to whether married wom- 
en should work or not and in order 
to consider the question, I think we 
should go hack a little bit further 
and consider whether women should 
work at all. 

There was a time when very few 
women worked outside of their homes. 
All women were brought up with the 
feeling that a woman's place was in 
the home. She must marry, and if 
she did not marry, she had no work 
in the world, and we have in many 
old novels a picture of the maiden 
lady left to live at home, being more 
or less of a drudge, whiling away 
her time looking after the younger 
members of the family with very lit- 
tle attention from anybody, and hav- 
ing all her work accepted as a mat- 
ter of course in return for the: kind- 
ness of the man of the family who 
provided her with food and lodging. 

This is not a pretty picture nor 
one that we like to contemplate but 
we must have it in our minds when 
we discuss the modern status of wom- 
en, even though there were many in- 
stances of happy maiden aunts and 
cousins who were happy and beloved. 
From this condition the women have 
gradually risen in consideration large- 
ly as they gained economic independ- 
ence for themselvés and could pro- 
vide financial help in the homes. 

For some time, of course, it has 
been necessary for the girl in many 
families to go to work at a fairly 
early age. Nowadays an. effort is 
being made to keep young people a 
little longer out of the working field. 
This affects women as it does men, 
but more and more women are going 
to work every year and because of 
that we must look upon it not as an 
academic question, but as an actual 
situation which is with us to stay in 
the industrial world and in the aver- 
age family. 

Even where the young girl could be 


supported at home, she wants to reg- 
ister her own personality and to de- 
velop her own ogee and she 
spends for her clothes or for some 
interest of her own a part of the 
money which she is able to earn. 
Usually every girl pays part of her 
earnings for food and lodging even 
when she lives “at honje, and many 
a girl puts in all that she earns to 
support not only herself but some 
other members of her family. If it is 
not a father or a mother, it may 
be the education of some younger 
brother or sister that she is carrying. 

In my own experience I am con- 
stantly surprised to find that many 
single women who are supposed to 
have only themselves to take cate of 
are really supporting one or more 
other persons. Very often the boy 
in the family marries young and one 
girl stays at home either because she 
prefers her life with her parents or 
with whichever parent is still living, 
or because her feeling of duty to the 
other generation is often stronger than 
that of the boy in the family and 
keeps her from marrying until she 
feels she is not needed at home. 

As a rule when a woman keeps on 
working after her marriage, it is a 
matter of necessity—not always an 
economic necessity, but sometimes the 
necessity of feeling that she is still 
able to do something which expresses 
her own personality even though she 
may be a wife and mother. 

I -never like to think of the subject 
of a woman's career and a woman’s 
home as being a controversy. It seems 
to me perfectly obvious that if a wom- 
an falls in love and marries, of course 
her first interest and her first duty 
is to her home, but her duty to her 
home does not of necessity preclude 
her having another occupation.

Here Is An Old, Old Pattern That Is Always Good 


By FLORENCE La GANKE. 
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“Well Nancy Jt’age, 1 am surely 
glad to see this pattern. I have want- 
ed it for a long, long time. My grand- 
mother had a quilt like this. She made 
it up in red and white.” 

Oh yes, grandmother had one too, 
but hers was developed in dark blue 
small polka-dotted material and 
white.” 

“Do you all know what this pat- 
tern is called?’ Nancy was greeted 
with a loud shouting of many and nu- 
merous words. She finally had the 
group separate the names. Then they 
had “Drunkard’s Path,” “Endless 
Trail.” “Crooked Path,” “Old Maid’s 
Puzzle,” “Robbing Peter to Pay 
Paul,” “Rocky Road to California.” 

There are almost as many names 
for the pattern as there have been 
quilts made. The pattern is rather 
tricky. In the first place the small 
round is not quite the same size as 
the curve of the large round.

Then curves are always hard to sew 
and make flat and smooth. 


And then thirdly, almost before you 
know it you put one pieced block to- 
gether with another in an incorrect 
fashion. . 


You can procure a direction copy 
by following directions below. 

f you will note the small diagram 
in the direction leaflet you will notice 
that the pieced blocks are so put to- 
gether that one row of blocks extend- 
ing diagonally on the quilt top is 
made up of light centers with sma!! 
rounds of color in the four corners. Or 
looking at it another way the small 
rounds of color make an hour glass as 
they join each other in the corner of 
the block. 


The material required for this quilt 
is considerable for there is a certain 
amount of waste in cutting. Nancy 
advises her members to purchase five 
yards of color and five and a half 
yards of white. She herself made the 
quilt in a small figured pink and red 
for the color and plain white for the 
contrasting color. 


Make the quilt into an allover pat- 
tern and bind the edges in white. Do 
not plan on any border for there is

Declaring that the working classes 
of America are heading for an upris-
